Rarities 
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Synopsis _ of 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years-old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

supply dura reeent years. In 1902 
we exported to Great Britain eggs 
to the value of $1,733.242; nine years 
later, the exports had fatten to less 
than a value of $25,003, whiie the im- 
ports in 1911 reached a value ap- 
proaching $500,000. 

It is pointed out that farmers are 
not taking full advantage of the high 
prices offered for strictly new laid 
eggs at all seasons of the year. The 
good profits from theee are being se- 
cured chiefly by specialists who are 
often at the disadvantage of having 
to pay retail prices for f

Last Wednesday evening shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock the death summons 
came to one of Dresden’s oldest aad 
most prominent men, whicn [saac 
Newton Carscallen passed away at 
his home in North Dresden. The ce- 
ceased had a slight shock of jsaraly- 
sis a few months ago, but up to a 
few days before his death was feeling 
much better, and had he been a 
younger man he would no doubt have 
fully recovered. The announcement of 
his death came unexpectedly to the 
great majority of his fellowcitizens. 
Ihe deceased was ready to go and ve 
tained his full consciousness up to 
the last. 

The funeral service, which was arg 
ly attended, was conducted at the 
house on Sunday afternoon by Rev. 
A. C. Tiflin (his pastor) after which 
the remains were laid to rest iu the 
Dresden cemetery. Numerous aud 
beautiful were the floral tributes 
places by loving hands upon’ the cas- 
ket. : 

The deceased, who Was burn at Na- 
pance, Lunnux county, on April 4, 
do28, was wu son of Isaac and Hester 
(Shorey) Carseallen. Lis futher was 
born on the same farm as himsuii, 
und his mother on a farm tive miles 
distant. The family were of United 
Empire Loyalist stock. The deceased 
lived on his father’s farm tor about 
1U years, when he was apprenticed to 
the juiners trade, 
fur sume ten years. Ile then settled 
in the Towuship of Camden ast, in 
the adjoining County of Addiagteon, 
Where he settled down to farmine for 
thirteen years, when he disposed of 
his property there and moved to 
Dresden. Mere he entered into partner 
ship with his brothers, Norris B. and 
Jancs B., in the hardware business 
under the firm name of Carscallen 
Bros, This partnership continued jor 
about 20 years, after which Janes 
B. and LN. carried on the business 
until 1902, when the deceased sold 
out his interest to Jus. B. 

The deceased has been a resident 
of Dresden fur the past 40 years, du. 
ing which time he has taken a orcm- 
inent part in municipal affairs and 
filled many positions with honor. Hy 
served at the civic board for one 
yeur as mayor and two years rr 
councillor, and was for 16 years win 
bnergetic member of the school 
board, for seven vears being chair- 
mun of that body. In polities he was 
a staunch Conservative and until te- 
cent years was an active narty work- 
er. In religion be was a leading mem 
ber of the Methodist chureh, and 
throughout his long life has been an 
ardent and useful worker for that ide 
nomination,

SOIL STILL RICH 
AFTER 80 YEARS

Farnham Farm, in Wellington coun- 
ty, Ontario, owned by Mr. Henry Ar- 
kell, after eighty summers’ consiant 
cultivation, possesses soil as - :h if 
if not richer than when {ft was first 
broken in 1831. The following meth- 
ods of farming, rigidly adhered to by 
Mr. Arkell, may be cited as reasons 
for this happy situation: — 

The owner's interests are evenly 
divided between crop production and 
live stock ralsing. 

Everything grown on the farm in 
the way of feed is fed on the farm. 

A system of crop rotation prevents 
any needless waste of soil fertility. 

The application of barnyard manure 
after specially absorbent crops re 
plenishes the soil with plant food. 

Hay area is pastured two years and 
crops cut from it ‘wo years, then 
plowed under. 

Rape seed is sown with oat crop, 
providing pasture for cattle and sheep 
for more than three months ufter har- 
vest. 

The general conduct of the farm is 
closely in accord with mixed farming 
principles, which protect any soil from 
depletion.

Alfalfa Cure for A 
lisease That tlas 
Killed any Horses 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 12.—Nearly a 
hundred Nebraska veterinarians with 
a few from neighboring States met 
here yesterday and discussed the epi- 
demic which is killing hundreds — of 
horses in this State and Kansas. 

Scores of suggestions have come to 
Governor Aldrich, among them this 
cable from London, England, veter- 
inarian : 

“The same epidemic was in south 
Africa a year ago just as it is now 
ravaging Nebraska. It can be cured 
and prevented by not using grain 
and by feeding only alfalfa or wild 
hay grown in an altitude of | more 
than 3,000 feet. The germ lives only 
in a damp climate and enters the 
horse’s system through the nose.

In Price Continues 


The decline of two points in the 
Department of Labor's index num- 
ber of wholesale prices for July, af- 


ter a continuous rise for twelve 
months, was followed in’ August by 
another drop, the index number 


standing at 133.4 as compared with 
134.8 the previous month. Last year, 
however, at this date it) stood. at 
only 127.2. The decline during Aug- 
ust was due chiefly to decreases in 
prices of grains and-fodders, fruits 
and vegetables, with slight increases 
in dairy products, fish, metals and 
coal. These index numbers are per- 
centages of the average prices of 
some 250 articles during the deeade 
1890-1899.

According to the reeord of —indus- 
trial acedents maintained in the 
Department of Labor that for the 
month oof August) showed that $s 
workinen were killed and 305 injured, | 
compared with TOS fatal and 2re 
non-fatal accidents during the month 
of July ; or a decrease of 20 in the 
number oof fatal and an increase ot 
33 non-fatal aecidents compated with 
the record for July. The largest 
number of fatalities occurred ino the 
building trades and in’ the steam 
railway service, there being 1) work- 
men killed in the former and 29) in 
the latter. In the metal trades and 
steam railway Servies, the largest 
number of non-fatal accidents occur 
ed, the record being 65 in the case 
of the former and 53 in the latter.
